LARGE RESERVE 


Military Training Starting In 
Kindergarten Included 
In Program. 


Mexico City, June 9 (AP)—The 
newspaper El Universal Graflco said 
Sunday that plans to create a Mexi­ 
can military reserve of 1,500,000 
trained men will be worked out by 
a government commission and pre­ 
sented to President Ortiz Rubio for 
his approval this month. 
The newspaper says the scheme 
Involves military training in all pub­ 
lic schools, starting in kindergarten, 
where little children will be taught 
to play with toy soldiers and given 
other preparatory training. 
From the first grade up actual 
military studies will be given 
The 
newspaper estimates that within a 
few years the upper schools will be 
turning out thousands of trained 
soldiers each year.

FELT IN EUROPE 


Many Persons Frightened By 
Early Borning Earth­ 
quake. 


London, 
June 
9 
(AP)—Severe 
earth tremors in England. France, 
Norway and Felgium early Sunday 
greatly alarmed inhabitants, but did 
little material damage and caused 
no loss of life. 
At many points persons jumped 
from ‘heir beds and rushed to the 
streets half-clad. 
They remained 
outside some time, talking excitedly 
about the disturbance. 
The tremors were felt throughout 
England, and in parts of Scotland, 
Wales, the Channel islands and the 
Tsle of Wight. Northern France and 
Southern Norway were affected, but 
Ireland escaped. 
Shock Severe 
J. J. 
Shaw, seismologist at 
the 
West Bromwich observatory, said 
the shock, watch started there at 
1:26 a. in., was one of the severest 
ever lecordcd in England. He re­ 
ported the tremors continued strong 
for five to seven minutes and then 
gradually diminished. They 
were 
particularly strong in the midlands. 
The phenomenon was acromoa- 
nicd in some regions by rumbling 
noises and in other places as pre­ 
ceded by a severe thunderstorm. An 
oppressive calm was noted else­ 
where. 
The only known casualty in the 
British Isle is believed to have been 
a canary, which received a broken 
wing when its cage w as Hung to the 
ground.
